SAIL TRAINING OPPORTUNITIES 


Trainees are men and women between the ages of 15 and 26. They stand 
regular watches and learn to perform varied duties on the ship as part 

of a watch team on alternating four-hour duty around the clock (although 
climbing the rigging is optional, depending on individual preference). 
They are expected to care for their own gear, take a turn at cleaning 

and galley duty, and participate in sail handling--among other responsi- 
bilities. For trainees with adequate background, a personal qualification 
program leading to designation as deckhand or able-bodied seaman will be 
undertaken. Training is supervised by an ASTA counselor, with ships' 
officers and crew participating in the instruction. The only qualification 
is that one must be able to swim. Some of the ships we work with are:

Cruises take place at various times throughout the summer and are six to 
eight days long. Fees vary from $300 to $450, and cover all bunk, food, 

and training charges. Trainees are responsible for their own transporta- 
tion to and from embarkation and debarkation points, and for providing 

their own gear (nothing expensive to purchase). Groups of six through 
eleven will be given a 5% discount, and those of twelve or more will receive 
a 10% reduction. With ten or more, one counselor will be included at food 
cost only. A limited amount of scholarship assistance, from $50 up, is 
available to worthy applicants--based on confidential letter from qualified 
reference, 


INTERNATIONAL BERTHS 


The STA Schooners, MALCOLM MILLER and SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL, are offering 

a limited number of berths aboard one or both of these ships for two week 
periods during the summer of 1983 through the ASTA. Tuition runs approx- 
imately $300 per week. Further, the ASTA is working to put together 
exchange programs with several international sail training organizations 
whereby trainees would take care of their own transportation and other costs 
in getting to and from the ship-—but tuition would be waived.

THE AMERICAN SAIL TRAINING ASSOCIATION 


The American Sail Training Association, founded in 1973, is an organization devoted to three purpo! 
promoting sail training as an educational and character building experience for young people, bringing 
Vopetiine (Giataell icrainitglabicelct the vorld-tn's spirit of frisndshia ent)intarmationsh gosuuill: end 
educating our young people in the values of our maritime traditions. 


Sail training races and cruises for youth are our primary means of achieving these lofty purpos The 
international races were originated in 1956 by the Sail Training Association, a worldwide organization 
headquartered in Great Britain, which has subsequently organized and run them in all even numbered years. 
The American Sail Training Association was organized in 1973 as an affiliate of STA which would coordinate 
and run sail training activities on this side of the Atlantic. 


The International Sail Training Races ("Tall Ships" Races) are planned to complement national or inter- 
national events of major significance. For example, in 1972 the races were run in conjunction with that 
year's Olympiad; in 1976 they ended in the United States to add to our Bicentennial; and in 1980 they 
stopped at Boston in celebration of that city's 350th Anniversary. Last year, we helped to celebrate 
Philadelphia's 300th Birthday (Century IV), and then journeyed to Lisbon, Portugal (which was a port in 
the first organized race twenty-five years ago) for a Silver Jubilee visit. In 1984, we look forward to 
bringing the "Tall Ships” of the world together in Canada as Quebec celebrates the 450 years since Jacques 
Cartier's voyage of discovery. Each year ASTA also runs races in local waters with Class B and C entrants. 


Race participants are divided into three classes: Class A, consisting of all square-rigged ships and all 
other sailing ships over 160' long; Class B, consisting of all fore-and-aft-rigged sail training ships 

from 100' to 160" long; and Class C, consisting of all other ships and yachts over 30’ waterline length. 
The Class A ships are usually Navy or Merchant Navy ships, although some are owned by organizations or 

individuals; Class B's are normally sailing schools, oceanographic research ships, and commercial sailing 
C are mainly private yachts which take young people aboard just for the races. 
working complement must be cadets or trainees between the ages of 16 and 25,

The sail training races have fostered the growth of a wide-ranging program of adventure training under 
sail for young men and women. These programs effect professional training, international goodwill, 
oceanographic research, maritime preservation, and character building. They thus have the ability not 
only to touch the lives of many, but to bring to those so touched a new understanding of the importance 
of our inheritance from the sea. 


Sail training cruises have recently become a regular feature of our program. They provide the opportunity 
for any young man or woman, 15 to 26, to sail offshore in a “Tall Ship" or a large fore-and-aft-rigged 
ship. There they learn the challenge of wind and sea and the self-discipline and teamvork that it takes 
to sail a "Tall Ship" well. Though the cruises usually last only a week, the effect on the individual can 
be lasting. As an example of what these cruises have meant to one of our trainees, see the inside back 
cover, Information on ASTA cruise opportunities can be found on page 2. Note, too, that scholarship 
assistance is available to help those who cannot handle the full cost. A form for requesting further 
information about this program is found on page 65. 


Knowledge of maritime traditions and appreciation of our maritime heritage flow from these programs, and 
from the ports and people visited. In Gloucester with its fishing and building yards; in Newport with 
fishing, lobster and yachting activities; in the offshore islands with their reliance on the sea as live- 
lihood and highway, one learns constantly the seaman’s point of view and the importance of doing things 
right, of one hand for the ship and one for yourself, and of an honest concern for your shipmate. The 
skills and crafts of the ships are not much changed from centuries ago, and the wooden ship is still both 
a work of art and a testimonial to the skill of the shipwright and the naval architect who built her. 


The American Sail Training Association is dedicated to preserving these experiences for our youngsters 
and ourselves so that the richness and character building of the "Tall Ships" experience will continue 
as a part of our national life and as a contribution to international goodwill. If you share this goal, 
please turn to page 66 for further information on ASTA. 


OVERVIEW 


In the pages that follow, ships that returned an ASTA survey in early 1983-- 
and other full-time sail training programs--are featured. The information 
presented is quoted from survey forms and brochures. No endorsement or 
guarantee is intended or implied. 


Generally, sail training programs: 


Age - Aim at persons 15 years of age or older. Younger children 
may be included with adults in group, family or school day 
sails or marine science cruises. 

Sex - Are open to both males and females (although not necessarily 
at the same time). 

Experience - Do not require sailing experience, except for crew positions, 
of course. Above all, trainees need enthusiasm and the 
ability to work and live with a group in the close quarters 
of a ship. 

Swim - Prefer that all trainees swim well enough to keep afloat for 
for at least five minutes while fully dressed. 

Credit - Offer different kinds and levels of learning experiences 
and course work. Educational prerequisites depend on the 
courses and credits offered. 

Safety - Are operated under U.S. Coast Guard safety regulations. 
Many ships venture no more than 20 miles from a harbor 
and are rarely underway overnight. 

Numbers - Charter to groups but also take individuals aboard. 

Costs - Cost $15.00 to $60.00 per day per person, depending on the 
season, the group size, the length of the session, program, 
cruising area, accommodations, food, Captain, crew, 
educational staff, and sponsoring organization. 

Aid - Few programs are able to offer financial aid. Trainees 
are encouraged to seek local support from civic groups, 
the business world, or youth agencies. 


Format of the Ship Pages 


Ships are listed alphabetically in two sections: a) Full Time Sail Training 
Ships, and b) Part Time Sail Training Ships. Each ship is pictured with 
specifications. Background information is included, too; in most cases 
the homeport, designer, builder, and launching date are listed. Also, 
pertinent information about where to write or call for more specifics is 
given and the cost is listed. 


In the section devoted to Full Time Sail Training Ships, program descriptions 
follow, highlighting special aspects and information about required affilia- 
tions and prerequisites.

Sail training on ADVENTURESS is full of tradition, encouraging a healthy respect for the sea and an 
appreciation for the special opportunities of a sea-oriented program. ADVENTURESS trainees learn: 
the excitement of seeing the sails they have raised catch the wind; 
~the friendships are made better by sharing adventure and effort; 
to realize that safety standards are a way of survival; and 
-the thrilling, timeless lessons of the sea. 


Duties are shared by 30 trainees, ages 14 and up, who are divided into crews. They rotate responsibilities 
throughout the day, standing all watches, cleaning ship, doing galley duty, and sailing stations. In- 
struction sessions are held, including the information needed to perform the duties above. Learning is by 
doing. 


There is still time for exploring on shore when at anchor, for small boat sailing in sailing dinghies 
carried aboard, or for "me" time. Participants learn about their own worth and the special value of their 
shipmates as they see the need for cooperation and discipline. 


Trainees are encouraged to do as much as they can, within the limits of safety. Ship's crew are there to 
instruct and assist, but not to do it all themselves. The schooner is inspected and U.S. Coast Guard 
certified for safety. The crew is made up of volunteers who have been trainees and/or have helped to 
maintain the vessel. Others may also apply. ‘Two or three adults may accompany trainee groups of 25-30, 


Special sessions may focus on marine biology, maritime heritage, preservation, or other such topics. 
College courses and credit may be arranged, according to the needs of the group. 


ADVENTURESS was built as a yacht in 1913, to be sailed from Maine to the Bering Sea to collect Arctic 
specimens for a museum of natural history. In 1915 the ship was sold to the San Francisco Bar Pilots 

who used her off the Golden Gate until the late 50's. Then, she was bought by a Seattle ship broker and 
taken to the Northwest. After three or four owners, she was acquired by a group interested in Sea Scout 
Programs. She has been owned and operated by the non-profit Youth Adventure, Inc. since the early 60's, in 
constant service for youth training under sail. More than 7,500 young people have sailed aboard her, many 
of them Sea Explorers and Girl Scouts from all over the country.

Up to twenty U.S. Naval Academy midshipmen make up the trainee crew of 
ASTRAL. Cruise credit involves intensive instruction in seamanship, 
navigation, engineering, and leadership, using offshore cruises. A mother- 
watch system is used, with two watches on deck (watch and watch) and the 
third watch on mother watch for 24 hours. Training is directed by an 
active duty Naval officer as Master, plus three officers and one permanent 
crew. 


The season extends from March 15th to December 15th, with one transAtlantic 
cruise/race or three western Atlantic cruises, plus several Chesapeake Bay 
training cruises in a typical year. ASTRAL participated in the "Tall Ships" 
Races in 1980.

With "Great Traditions of the Sea" as the name of his navigation and 
seafaring programs, Captain Ron Remsburg traces his inspiration to the 
Canadian BLUENOSE tradition. His ambition to sail back to California car- 
ried him to Nova Scotia, where he helped build his one-third-sized version 
of the famous schooner. The traditions he learned there, and those he 
teaches today are full-sized lessons from the school of the sea. Linked 
with a number of southern California colleges, Captain Remsburg offers 
both classroom and on board instruction at basic and advanced levels. He 
draws parallels between studies under sail and his teaching of philosophy 
ashore, saying that in both cases, "we're trying to bring reality down to 
its simplest terms." 


ATLANTAS can carry up to eight students, all of whom become involved in 
the practical aspects of boat handling, safety, navigation and other 
seafaring skills. Weekend and week-long cruises are offered to those 16 
years of age and older. Credit is given by University of Southern 
California and Cal State University of Dominguez Hills, among others.

Named in honor of the 
last Aztec Emperor, she is the latest in a long line of sail training 
ships which have been operated by the Mexican Navy. 


Her owners believe that a sailing ship demands of her crew the greatest 
degree of responsibility, capability, and concern for others. They feel 
that sail training shapes the character of their naval cadets, teaches 
them to live in harmony with nature and the elements, and develops love 
of the sea and devotion to the ideals of Naval life. CUAUHTEMOC has been 
constructed to carry forward these ideals.

With the official title of U.S. Coast Guard Barque EAGLE, this tallest 
of all U.S. "Tall Ships," has been called a floating national monument. 
Invariably, it is on the decks and in the rigging of the EAGLE that the 
young men and women of the Coast Guard Academy get their first taste of 
salt air and life at sea. From this experience they develop a respect 
for the wind and sea which they carry throughout their lifetime. 


On the EAGLE, cadets have a chance to practically apply the navigation, 
engineering and other training they receive at the Coast Guard Academy. 
As upperclassmen, they perform functions normally handled by officers. 
They guide the ship and serve as the leaders they will one day become in 
the Coast Guard. As underclassmen, they fill positions normally taken by 
the enlisted crew of a ship, including watches at the helm. They handle 
the more than 20,000 square feet of sail and over twenty miles of rigging. 
Over two hundred lines must be coordinated during a major ship maneuver 
and the cadets must learn the name and function of each line.

ESMERALDA is the largest sail training vessel in the Western Hemisphere. 
A sister ship to Spain's JUAN SEBASTIAN de ELCANO, except for a difference 
in rigging, she is named for a gallant Chilean warship that won victories 
in 1879 in a war with Peru and Bolivia. She was intended as a second sail 
training vessel for the Spanish Navy, to have been named JUAN D'AUSTRIA, 
but she was bought by the Chilean Navy while still incomplete. Like her 
sister ship, she is reminiscent of the big schooners that were launched 
in the early years of this century for U.S. coastwise trades, although her 
lines and finish are worthy of a yacht. 


ESMERALDA is equipped with the most modern of navigation instruments. 
She also has a small navigating bridge on top of the deckhouse. Her 
figurehead is a massive, handsomely painted condor holding the Chilean 
coat-of-arms in its claws. 


ESMERALDA cruises with a complement of 332 officers, petty officers, crew, 
and cadets, and she makes frequent calls at the ports of the Americas and 
throughout the world.

In addition to having all safety equipment required by the United States Coast 
Guard, another safety factor is that two or more sailboats usually cruise to- 
gether. At no time are these boats more than a few hours from each other.

To those who would go upon the sea and use it, the sea imparts many lessons. A seaman must be skilled in 
the craft or the sea will find him out. The sea teaches a sailor self-reliance, strength of mind and body, 
and respect for the ship and fellow seamen. These are values that helped shape America. In the belief that 
they are as valid as ever, the Mystic Mariner Programs are offered to instill these values in young people 
by teaching them to go upon the sea. 


Mystic Seaport Museum, Inc. is a museum dedicated to the preservation of the artifacts, skills, values and 
traditions of American maritime history. Concerned primarily with the maritime commerce of the nineteenth 
century, the Seaport's collections contain several large ships, including the only surviving wooden whaling 
ship, CHARLES W. MORGAN; over two hundred small craft, extensive collections of maritime and folk art; models 
of the many kinds of vessels man has used to go upon the sea; a research library of 30,000 books and 300,000 
manuscripts concerning all phases of American maritime history; and a collection of craft shops that per- 
petuate maritime related skills. These collections are housed at the Seaport, located on the site of one of 
the shipyards that made Mystic an important nineteenth century shipbuilding center. 


The schooling of young people in the ways of the sea has been one of the primary objectives of the Seaport 
since its founding in 1929, With its acquisition of the training ship JOSEPH CONRAD (see p. 55) in 1947, 
the Seaport began to realize this objective. Since the inauguration of its program two years later, more 
than 22,000 boys and girls from numerous states and several foreign countries have participated in the 
Mariner Programs.

The BRILLIANT Program is a sea-going training course conducted aboard Mystic Seaport Museum's Schooner. Its 
aim is to teach young people how to live and work together on a small ship, plus practical application of 
sailing and seamanship. The development of the personal values of teamwork and mutual understanding 
essential to the crew of any ship are emphasized. Aboard the BRILLIANT the participants are the crew, and 
they do all the ship work including sail handling, cooking, and cleaning under the direction of the Captain 
and mate. 


Trainees who have participated in the CONRAD program prior to sailing on the BRILLIANT are given preference. 
The BRILLIANT program is open to organized groups or individuals between the ages of 15 and 20. Organized 
groups shall consist of one adult leader and nine mariners, All must be competent swimmers. 


A typical day on BRILLIANT includes an early breakfast, vessel washdown, polishing brass, and other deck 
work before getting underway. On watch, trainees are expected to keep lookout, steer, and keep a ship's log. 
Everyone pitches in to handle sail, while those off-watch may practice piloting skills, or simply relax and 
enjoy the fun of sailing. At anchor, there is usually time for a swim, to go ashore, or to stay aboard for 
an evening of storytelling or song in the main cabin, 


RACHEL B. JACKSON 


A traditional gaff-rigged topsail schooner, RACHEL B, JACKSON was launched in Freeport, ME in March of 1982. 
Beginning in the Spring of 1983, she will be used by the Seaport as a training vessel for groups of six 
adults (age 20 and over).

On the research vessel REGINA MARIS, sail training is secondary to science 
and research. College credit is available as students assist researchers, 
take formal classes, stand watches, and help in the ship's routine. The 
ship will hold up to twenty three students, all of whom must be high 
school graduates. Teacher workshops at sea and ashore are also part of 
the work of the Ocean Research and Education Society. 


With a new Sail and Study Semester, college students may earn 15 credits 
in a 12-week program. After six weeks ashore studying oceanography, 
marine mammal biology, and navigation, they apply their learnings at sea 
and help with the research in which the ship is engaged. Studies of the 
humpback whale have been of primary concern. 


A sailing ship such as REGINA MARIS is particularly well suited for whale 
and other cetacean research because her masts provide the high platforms 
needed to spot and observe life at sea. Her ability to run silent under 
sail makes possible the recording of whale sounds without contamination 
from propeller and engine noise. The stability of a ship under sail 
greatly facilitates the collection and laboratory examination of fish, 
plankton, and water samples, etc.

In a pro- 
gression of learning-by-doing activities, young people are encouraged to take 
on more and more responsibility for boat handling and maintenance.

Sea Semesters on research vessel WESTWARD offer college students a most complete marine 
education experience. Combining studies ashore and at sea in marine sciences, maritime 
affairs, and nautical science, WESTWARD's seagoing classroom attracts prominent scientists 
and educators, and students compete for admission to this special program. Aboard ship, 
the twenty-four students stand eight hours of watch and attend two hours of lectures each 
day. Their research projects are designed ashore to be carried out aboard this special 
laboratory afloat. 


Shore Component. 


Students spend the first half of Sea Semester in Woods Hole receiving classroom and laboratory 
instruction in the following ocean related courses: Introduction to Oceanography (3 credits).

The second edition, recently published, of ASTA's SyZlabue and Logbook 
presents standards and guidelines for educational programs conducted during 
ASTA sponsored or approved cruises. The concept and structure of the 
booklet was developed after reviewing literature drawn from the Royal 
Yachting Association: Toronto Brigantine, Inc.; U.S. Naval Academy; U.S. 
Coast Guard Academy; and others. Fundamental to the development of the 
Syllabus and Logbook was the goal of presenting a specific definition of 
what can and should be discovered during an intensive first or second week 
of education aboard a sailing school vessel. Although these standards and 
guidelines are rigorous, they are intended as the minimum necessary to meet 
ASTA requirements for certification of trainees within an approved program. 


The revised edition has three major divisions: Nautical Science, Marine 

Science (salt water), and Aquatic Science (fresh water). In all cases, 

Level I can be achieved with a minimum of scientific equipment and within 

the period of five to seven days. Equipment required for more advanced work 

at Level II is listed for those who wish to spend a second week learning 

more about the Marine or Aquatic Sciences. The Syllabus and Logbook includes 

instructions for its use and provides spaces to record sea time and 

certification.

FUTURE PROGRAMS — 


Every two years, in tribute to the great sailing ships of old, in remembrance 
of deeds past, in the knowledge that time at sea fits young people for life 
more quickly than any other way, and in an awareness of the inter-dependency 
of all the peoples of the planet, the Sail Training Association and the 
American Sail Training Association bring the great sailing ships of the 
present together in friendly competition. They come from across the seas to 
gather at a port, then race to two or three other ports, and at their final 
destination take part in a festival of sports competitions, inter-ship visits, 
and hospitality. Ideas are exchanged, friendships are formed, understanding 
grows. 


In 1984, Canada will be commemorating the 450th Anniversary of the Voyage of 
Discovery of Jacques Cartier, and thus the International Racing Committee of 
the STA voted three years ago to accept the invitation of M. Jean Pelletier, 
Mayor of Quebec, to visit that city as part of the planned festivities. 
Accordingly, the following schedule has been developed.

In 1986, the ASTA has agreed to organize a race series which will take the 
"Tall Ships" to Vancouver, British Columbia in conjunction with "Expo '86." 
The series is tentatively scheduled to begin at a port in Hawaii. The visit 

to Canada will be followed by cruises and races which will take the ships 

to Portland, Oregon and San Francisco, California. There is also a possibility 
that ASTA will organize a feeder race that year to take the sail training 
fleet from the festival in honor of the Statue of Liberty's 100th Birthday 

to the Baltic Sea, where they will join with the STA fleet.

Sixteen-year-old Janice Ameen, of Pawtucket, Rhode Island 
was one of the two Girl Scouts of Rhode Island chosen to sail 
last summer aboard Young America. She recently talked to 
members of the American Sail Training Association about her 
experience and this is what she said: 


“All of us encounter problems and worries during our lifetime. 
Most of us worry about bills, work and making a living. We also 
worry about if we look nice enough to go out. We are all afraid of 
what others think of us, if they'll like us and if they'll accept us. 
Sometimes we pretend to be what we aren't to please others. We 
also wonder where we are going in life, who we are as individu- 
als, do we fit in. 


“At sea there are noelectric bills, phone bills or clothing bills to 
pay. There is no place to spend the money you earn. There is no 
need to dress up, for there is no one to impress. This has to be 
one of the greatest aspects of sailing; society is miles away. At 
last you can be yourself and if you are not sure what yourself is 
like, there is time to find out. 


“Each sunrise and sunset takes on a special meaning. Sitting 
up in the crow’s nest with ocean in every direction you can feel 
the tranquility. There is time to just think about everything you 
have done, time to think of all the things you have yet to do. 
There is no limit at sea. You can be you and not be doubtful or 
afraid. 


“Being at sea offers you a sense of pride and accomplishment. 
Seeing the sails set and feeling the power of the wind moving 
the boat, you realize that you are a part of it all. You have 
hauled those lines until your hands sting and your back aches 
and the result is a boat gliding through the water, powered by 
Nature. 


“At sea I have learned what teamwork is, what understanding 
is, how good it feels to like yourself and what you are doing. The 
ocean has so much to offer each one of us. You will never know 
what kind of a person you are mentally, physically and emo- 
tionally until you go to sea.”
